Un­ 
til the courts have spoken. I do not i 
care to either defend or condemn 
him. 
I can only say that this is an- j 
other illustration of the almost Ir­ 
reparable injury that a wrong action 
on the part of a single individual 
may do a whole race. 
It shows the folly of those per­ 
sons who think that they alone will 
he held responsible for the evil that 
they do. 
No one can do so much In­ 
jury to the negro race as the negro 
himself. 
This will seem to many persons 
unjust, but no one can doubt that lf 
is true. 
W hat makes the situation 
seem a little worse in this case Is 
the fact that it was the white man, 
not the black man. who has given 
Jack Johnson the kind of prominence 
he has enjoyed up to now, and

other words, put him in a position

Retaliate on Whites
